GODARD’S STORY OF MOTO-BLOC; 


Stuck in Drift for Hours, and Help 
Long in Coming.

HUDSON, N. Y., Feb. 18.—As soon es 
the departure commenced on Wednesday 
I went a little ahead to avoid dust and 
accidents, because it is my principle to go 
slowly. Besides there is a proverb which 
says, *‘ Who goes slowly goes far,” and I 
believe that to make a tour of the world 
it is necessary to go far. So I went slowly 
and I decided to breakfast at Dobbs Ferry 
in order to say good-bye to my friends 
who had accompanied me, and

“It need cause no disappointment that 
the cars are not making exceptional runs 
at the start.

The three leading 
cars have done remarkably well, for there 
is nothing more trying to automobile 
progress than roads deep with snow and 
numerous drifts.” 

Mr, Bishop's remarks bear out the state- 
ment made by Percy Megargel, who has 
made three transcontinental automobile 
trips. Mr. Megargel said a short time ago 
that the contestants would find no rough- 
er going across the continent than they 
would encountsr in New York State, be- 
tween Albany and Buffalo, with the com- 
bination of hills and snow.

Railroads Offér Men and Telegraph

CARS NOT YET TUNED. 


Yet They Have Already Surmounted 
Some of the Worst Obstacles. 


The difficulties that the racing cars 
have experienced on the road to Albany 
have been no surprise to those who have 
studied the possibilities of this trip 
around the world. 

It was declared by Percy Megargel, 
when the American end of the race was 
arranged, that the greatest difficulty that 
would be experienced between New York 
and Cheyenne would be found between 
New York and Albany. He based this 
statement on the fact that the ascents 
there were so much steeper than at any 
other part of the trip this side of the 
Rocky Mountains, which in snow are ex- 
tremely hard to negotiate, 

It was also pointed out that this trip 
was not a pleasure jaunt at any stage. It 
was likely to prove extremely hard work 
all the way. The drivers of cars, he said, 
would have to dig their way through 
drifts and utilize all sorts of implements 
to secure traction in the shifting snow. 
Were the roads frozen hard, as they are 
in Alaska, there would be no difficulty, 
but where the snow shifts the car sinks 
with its weight, burying itself the deeper 
with each revolution of the driving wheel. 
Even chains are helpless in snowdrifts 
where the ascent is very steep. 

However, this condition does not exist 
for a great distance west of Albany. Ex- 
cept for a bad stretch between Syracuse 
and Rochester, it is expected that the 
cars can force their way along, even in 
the snow that will be met, at fairly good 
speed. 

The cars have been greatly handicapped 
by the fact that they were compelled to 
be so greatly hurried in their departure. 
In their building they were rushed so that 
sufficient testing was not possible. From 
the shop they went at once on the road, 
and have been traveling ever since. It 
was thought they would have some time 
to prepare in New York before the start, 
o clearing through 
the Custom House, the different methods 
employed in consigning the cars, and the 
incomplete inventories and bills of lading 
all served to complicate a situation ai- 
ready difficult, 

In consequence the cars were not in the 
hands of the driver until the day before 
the race, and it was necessary to work 
half the night upon them to get them 
ready to start away. 

Not only could no test be made, but it 
was impossible to make the preparations 
for the bad stretches of road. These are 
being made on the way, in the noonday 
stops for lunch and at night in the ga- 
rages. Each day fits the machines bet- 
ter for the work, and teaches the crews 
how better to overcome the difficulties 
presented. = e 

The report circulated about New York 
yesterday morning that three of the cars 
had quit the race was manifestly absurd. 
It grew out of the fact that the cars had 
turned back over the way they came to 
find another road on which the snow had 
not drifted so deep. 

It was necessary to travel sixty miles 
to cover a stretch that would have been 
thirty-six miles long under ordinary con- 
ditions. The long delays were due to this 
and the road conditions. The same thing 
had to be done later in the day, and there- 
after the cars made good headway.

From his little flat on the top floor of 
the tenement at 244 Elizabeth Street Cen- 
tral Office Detectives Pavone and Diguido 
led last night a lean, shriveled old Italian 
who glared at them, but refused to utter 
a word.

The detectives learned | 
the name of every occupant of the house | 
and then began to trace out their history. 
They came to Calderone’s name and dis- 
covered that he had made fireworks. 


Until four years ago, théy learned, he 
had done a prosperous business in Mas- 
peth, but then one day his factory was 
blown up, his wife, who had helped him, 
was killed, and his own hands were so 
badly cotpolee that he could no longer 
accomplish the finer work of his trade. 
Then he came to Elizabeth Street and be- 
gan to peddle fruit for a living. 

Archipoli, Pavone, Diguido, and Michel- 
li became Italian padrones and laborers, 
and then immigrants in turn, to strike 
up an acquaintance with Calderone. He 
was morose and unfriendly, and their 
task remained unaccomplished until, as a 
last resort, Pavone and Diguido disguised 
themselves as peddlers. They peddled in 
Calderone’s house, and finally struck up} 
an acquaintance with him. 

Last night he invited them into his flat. 
For a time they chatted, but suddenly 
Calderone became suspicious, and then 
uneasy. Ths detectives noticed it, and 
arrested him. Then they began a search 
of the flat. 

Hidden away in a dark cerner of a 
shelf in the kitchen of the flat the de- 
tectives discovered an odd-looking parcel. 
They hauled it down, and foun that it 
was a powerful explosive wrapped around 
with a newspaper folded into a long nar- 
row wrapper. From each end of the 
bundle a fuse protruded, and, according to 
the detectives, all that remained to make 
{t a dangerous bomb, was to ‘bind it 
tightly or to pack it in @ piece of pipe. In|

When Leo Brewer lost his $15-a-week 
place as a salesman with the firm down 
in Duane Street which makes the shoes 
given away to the Bowery annually by 
“Tim " Sullivan, he kept the matter care- 
fully from his wife. He had got his last 
$15 from A. J. Bates & Co., 176 Duane 
Street, on Saturday, He had a whole 
week in which to find another place, be- 
fore the coming of a “dry” payday 
should make It necessary to further worry 
the little woman who, with “ Miss" pre- 
fixed to her married name—she clung to 
the name—earned perhaps a third of his 
income in a candy store in 125th Street. 

Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday went 
by without any prospect of a job for 
Brewer. Still he did not tell his wife. Yes- 
terday morning early, when they both left 
the flat of Norman Weed, at 21 West 
125th Street, where they rented an in- 
terlor little room, whose window opened 
on an airshaft, he seemed cheerful enough. 
He was going presumably to the .shoe 
house in Duane Street and she to the 
oandy store. 

“Good-bye, ‘Miss’ Brewer,” he said 
gayly; “don’t let those pompadour girls 
at the next counter make you frivolous.” 

Then he kissed her and hurried away. 
He was perhaps 40 and his wife some 
years younger. 

“I must hurry down to business these 
days,” he had said before he left; ‘‘ they 
are laying off men everywhere, and I 
don’t want to be among them.” 

He had led her to believe that he was 
going to the shoe concern’s office yester- 
day, and she thought he had been there 
every day. In a sense this was true. 
He had looked for a place elsewhere 
without finding it, but also he had sought 
his old place. They had told him kindly 
enough atthe Bates place that they had 
been obliged to shorten their force, and 
that he would be one of tho first to be 
taken on again. But that was not bring- 
ing any nearer the day long dreamed of 
when his wife was no longer to call her- 
self, in the candy shop or any other 
shop, ‘‘ Miss,’’ but was to live, as he said, 
“like any other woman on what her 


husband earned.’’ Occasionally*men were 

‘fresh’ in the candy shop, and it was 

not altogether a desirable place for her. 
Seeking a Job by Threats, 

Brewer, though well set up and not un- 
intelligent, was beginning to have small 
faith tn himself as a commercial asset. 
They had judged him in the business 
world and had mnde him a $15 a week 
salesman, but he felt this was a time for 
perseverance, 

Out of the contents of his last pay en- 
velope he had put aside carfare for his 
job-seeking trips. It cost 5 cents to go to 
the Bates place and tell them that he 
must have his job back, but if you were 
eareful and used certain telephones down- 
town you could telephone for 5 cents also, 
perhaps with more effect. So Brewer 
telephoned. The lice say that yester- 
day his messages became more urgent. 

““I am coming around to 176, and I am 
going to get my job back or there is going 
to be trouble,” they say he declared over 
the wire. 

The situation from the point of view of 
the shoe people was again explained to 
him. But that didn't increase the small 
stock of silver in his pocket. In the 
afternoon he sent a telephone message 
that worried the shoe gaosle. 

“TIT want my job, and if I don't get 
it back I'm going to kill the boss,’ ’the 
police say he telephoned. 


Police Called Too Late, 


After the receipt of this warning the 
shoe firm sent a clerk to the Leonard 
Street Station. Just before his departure 
the clerk had encountered Brewer in the 
street and had deflected him to a saloon 
at West Broadway and Reade Street. The 
clerk hurried on to the police station, 
where they detailed Detective John 
Fitzgerald to arrest the man. The clerk 
and the detective went to the saloon. 

‘‘ You'd better let me go in alone first,” 
said the clerk. ‘‘ He may have a gun and 
I can calm him down.” 

The clerk entered the saloon. Fitzger- 
ald remained outside. Within a few sec- 
onds the clerk came out. 

“The bartender tells me that he’s been 
over to our place and done the trick,” he 
said,

WOULD MUZZLE MR, FISH. 


Hllinols Director Saye Harriman Wants 
to Stop Attacks on the Road. 

That the majority members of the IIli- 
nois Central Directorate, headed by B. H. 
Harriman, have determined to defend the 
road against any further attacks on its 
credit by Stuyvesant Fish was the state- 
ment attributed yesterday to one of the 
officers of the Illinois Ceytral and 
vouched for later by one of the Directors 
of the road. 

The statements made at the beginning 
of the week by ex-Proesident Fish regard- 
ing the floating indebtedness of the 
Illinois Central, to the effect that it was 
much larger than had been known to the 
Directors, was regarded by most of the 
Directors as an attack on the credit of 
the road, and they have been inciined to 
criticise Mr. Fish severely. 

Just what the Directors mean to do 
was not made clear yesterday. That one 
of the leading Directors at least regarded 
any such plan as impracticable was made 
plain by him in a statement last night 
that the best way to answer attacks on 
the road's credit was to finance its re- 
quirements satisfactorily. 

The proposed issue of equipment trust 
bonds, it was officially said yesterday, 
will be used as collateral for loans to 
provide for the present floating debt, 

ending the adoption of a permanent plan 
or financing the road's cones. 
The proposed equipment trust issue is for 
$30,000,000. 

This statement was made yesterday by 
Vice President Hackstaff: 

“Concerning the present floating debt 
of the Illinois Central, which is to be 
liquidated by new financing, it is perti- 
nent to say that nearly all of it was in- 
eurred in enterprises originated and in- 
sisted upon by Mr. Fish when he was 
President; nearly all of the balance not 
so created, is for — ment, the pur- 
chase of which Mr. Fish favored and voted 
for since his retirement from the Presi- 
dency.”’ 


GERMANY DISTURBS EUROPE. 


Her Deal with Porte Has Sidetracked 
Macedonian Reform. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 18.—The Novoe 
Vremya announcement of Germany's ac- 
tion at Constantinople as embodied in the 
declaration of the German Ambassador, 
Baron Marschall Von Bieberstein, that 
Germany intended to abandon the allies 
and proposed instead the adoption of the 
Sultan’s counterproposals, which are tant- 
amount to no reform at all, has created 


a sensation in diplomatic circles and re- 
sulted in a lively interchange of views 
end inquiries, in order to substantiate the 
extent of the truth of the announcement. 

The Russian Foreign Office to-day pro- 
fessed inability to confirm the news, but 
that portion of the Ambassador's decla- 
ration relating to the disassociation of 
Germany in the matter of the joint note 
is generally admitted to be accurate, and 
it is realized that this portends the fail- 
yee of present efforts to alleviate Mace- 
daonia, 

The Austrian Embassy here denies only 
the second part of Baron Von _ Bieber- 
stein's reported declaration, which tells 
of a secrét convention with Turkey and 
Greece with reference to railroad conces- 
sions in Uskup and Saloniki. 

The Novoe Vremya editorially concurs 
in the view that Austria will be disap- 
pointed, as, it says, Turkey has no reason 
to hand out rich concessions now that re- 
forms in Macedonta have been effectual- 
ly sidetracked, The prime duty of Rus- 
sia, continues the paper, and other pon- 
German powers is to frustrate Teutonic 
designs regardless of the temporary 
abandonment of Macedonia to its fate, in

DEATH IN GANG FIGHT 
IN HOUSE OF REFUGE 


Boy Mortally Stabbed and Three 
More Slashed by Crazed 
Italian. 


RESULT OF AN OLD ENMITY 


Prisoner for Theft In a Battle Between 
Rival Bands Uses His Knife 
Right and Left. 


Meyer Roshanski, 16 years old, of 1,582 
Madison Avenue, died yesterday in the 
hospital of the House of Refuge on Ran- 
da.l’s Island. He was the victim of his 
friend Raphael Sforza, 17 years old, of 211 
East [ith Street, who in a fight among 
the boys of the Institution last Saturday 
stabbed Roshanski under the heart and 
wounded three other boys. 

Sforza, who was sent to the institution 
after being convicted of burglary when 
he was 15 years old, was what the boys 
call an “‘Up”—a leader/ who, either by 


brute strength or ounning, had mastered 
all the other boys in his section of the 
school. He was endeavoring to kill Sam 
Blumenthal, 16 years old, a rival leader, 
with a gang of desperate boys under him, 
when he stabbed his friend and stanch 
supporter Roshanski. 

Blumenthal is in the hospital, suffering 
from stab wounds, as are Julius Axelrod 
and Samuel Kanner, two of his gang. Ax- 
elrod’s condition is serious and {ft is be- 
lieved he will die from his wounds, 

The fight was described on the island 
yesterday as the worst affair of its sort 
in the history of this harbor for crimin- 
ally Inclined boys. Sforza is a handsome 
boy, well built, with clear, honest-looking 
eyes, despite his tendency to burglary and 
murder, and has a masterful nature. But 
when the desire to kill overcame him he 
stabbed right and left in the assembly 
room, where were over 200 boys waiting 
to go to their Saturday night bath. | 

The guerds at one end of the room 
jumped into the writhing, swearing mass 
of boys to separate the two gangs, who, 
as if by signal, had fallen upon one 
another. The trouble had been brewing 
since last August, said Supt, Joseph P. 
Byers yesterday. The fact that the dead 
boy and the three wounded ones were 
Jewish and the slayer an Italian did 
not mean race feeling, he said. It was 
the enmity between two gangs of boys, | 
with two leaders who were eager to settle 
the matter of supremacy in battle that 
caused the tragedy. 

Another interesting factor in the culm!- 
nation of this juvenile feud was the fact 
that since Dec. 1 the House of Refuge 
has been in quarantine because of diph- 
theria. The visiting days have been 
eliminated, and there has been little 
studying or working In the shops of the 
institution. The boys have been in ¢om- 

ulsory idleness for over two months. | 

he bad weather has kept them in the 

layrooms of the building, and every 
dav of the presence of the two ‘ Ups” 
and their gangs in the same room, with 
the question of superiority unsettled, 
made the boys hate each other more bit- 
terly. 

Roshanski had been sent up for grand 
larceny. He and Sforza were friends and 
were the two dominating boys of their 
gang. They planned the battle of Satur- 
day night, and Sforza kept secret the 
fact that he had managed to steal a 
pocket knife from oné of the instructors. 

After supper the poys were sent to the 
playroom until time for the bath. The 
rival gangs had separated from the neu- 
trals and were at the end of the hall. 
Roshanski suddenly sprang for the throat 
of Blumenthal, but the latter eluded him 
and in a moment was wielding his fists 
with all his skill and power. 

The knife was open in Sforza’s pocket. 
It was flashed with the passing of the 
first blow, and the Italian made a vicious 
thrust for Blumenthal’s breast just as 
Roshanski closed in on the leader of their 
enemies, Sforza's knife blade was buried 
under the heart of his friend. 

The Italian became a madman. Supt. 
Byers says the boy has been able to re- 
call little of what happened. He put his 
knife into Blumenthal twice, and turned 
on Axelrod, who soon dropped from 
wounds in the back. Kanner turned on 
the Italian, only to fall from three 

rounds. 

“Then Sforza lost his knife. It clattered | 
to the floor among the boys, and some- |! 
body got it and began to stab at him! 
from the floor. Sforza was cut in sev-| 
eral places on the legs, but none of the 
wounds was serious. The guards fought 
their way to the Italian boy and pinned 
him to the floor. He did not make much 
of a struggle, and followed the guards | 
quietly to the prison room. j 

Coroner Acritelli was notified on Sun-| 
day that there had been a fight among | 
the boys and that probably one of the) 
wounded would die. It was thought then | 
that Axelrod was in the greatest danger, 
and there seemed jittle reason to belleve 
that Roshanski's wound would prove, 
fatal, 

The boy's mother was sent for and on 
Tuesday he was sitting up talking to her. 
But blood poisoning set in and yesterday | 
the woman's lamentations filled the hos- 
pital, as she sat by the bed of her erring 
son and watched him die. 

Sforza did not know of the serious con- 
dition of his friend. When word was 
sent to Supt. Byers that Roshanski was 
dead he sent for the Italian, and in his 
office told him what had happened. 

Coroner Acritelli talked with Sforza and 
the latter admitted that he had slain his 
friend intending to kill his enemy. To-day 
Sforza will be turned over to the police, 
and will be arraigned on a charge of 
homicide. The death of Axelrod will 
mean a second charge of a similar nature. 

There have been many fights between 
gangs formed by the boys in the institu- 
tion, and years ago one of the guards was 
found murdered.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—By direction 
of the President, Acting Secretary of War 
Oliver to-day ordered a company of tn- 
fantry from Fort Gibbon, Alaska, to Fir- 
banks to preserve order during the mining 
strike. This action was taken upon ad- 
vice from the United States Court in 
Alaska, 


Telegrams from Fairbanks to the Attor-- 


ney General say open-air mass meetings 
are being held by the striking miners, 
and that threats of violence have been 


made. The military is expected to give 


| the United States Marshal moral support 


and to take action should the disorder 
prove too great for any force he may be 
able to obtain. He has already sworn in 
250 special Deputies. 

The distance from Fort Gibbon to Fair- 
banks is 155 miles, and the troops will be 
carried by sleds over a route said to be 
a very good one. 

If there is urgent necessity for ths 
presence of the soldiers at Fairbanks they 
can get there in four or five days, but 
under ordinary conditions the trip takes 
six or seven days.

The restoration of corporal punishment 
“in the public schools was recommended 


to the Board of Education yesterday by a 
special committee, which has made an 
investigation of the subject. The board 
decided to postpone action until a special 
meeting on March 4. 

“The committee {s of the opinion,” said 
the report, “‘that corporal punishment 
should be permitted in our schools, in ex- 
treme cases only, under strict regulations, 
and that it should be administered by the 
Principal with the written consent of the 
parents, or élse by a parent in the pres- 
ence of the Principal. 

“Where parents refuse to give their 
consent, or refuse to punish a child them- 
selves in the presence of the Principal, 
we believe that the Principal should at 
once report such child to the City Super- 
intendent for suspension, and when sus- 
pended the child should be sent to a 
truant school or a schoo! for incorrigibles. 

“The committee belleves that the 
knowledge on the part of th@ pupils that 
there ts punishment provided for persist- 
ent disorderly conduct will, to a great 
degree, prevent the necessity for its use. 

“The committee also recommends that 
the Board of Suprintendents be requested 
to recommend at once to the Board of 
Education a revision of the course of 
study in ethics so as to place more em-

Advocates and opponents of corporal 
punishment are plentiful in the board,” 
The difference of opinion of educational 
authorities generally is reflected in the 
views obtained by the Committee of Su- 
perintendents, Principals, and Teachers 
here and in other cities. These views 
were submitted to the board in a pamphlet 
of more than two hundred printed pages. 

“I do not believe that it is wise to give 


to Principals and teachers the right to 
inflict corporal punishment upon children 
attending the public schools,” wrote As- 
sociate City Superintendent Edson, in his 
reply.

CITY KEEPS STATE’S FUNDS. 


So Jackson Wants Chamberlain Martin 
Held for Contempt. 


Attorney General Jackson applied to Su- 
preme Court Justice Platzek yesterday to 
adjudge City Chamberlain Martin in con- 
tempt of court for his failure to obey a 
writ of mandamus directing him to pay 
over to the State Treasurer $800,000 re- 
maining in his office. This sum is an 
accumulation of the last twenty years of 
amounts deposited by litiganfs to await 
the determination of various lawsuits. De- 
cision was reserved. 

The application was opposed by Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel O’Brien, who said 
that Mr. Martin considered he had obeyed 
the order of the court when he turned 
over to the State Treasurer $68,099 which 
had remained in the City Chamberlain's 
office unclaimed for over twenty years. 
There was, he said, about $600,000 which 
had remained in the Chamberlain's office 
for over twenty years, but that official 
could not say that It had remained un- 
claimed during that time. He asked the 
court to appoint a referee to decide this 
point. 

The Attorney General told the court 
that this was not sufficient reason for Mr. 
Martin's refusal to pay the entire amount 
over to the State Treasurer, holding that 
Justice Leventritt’s writ directing that 
this be done was plain in its terms and 
required the City Chamberlain to pay all 
this money over without any delay.

Last Spring the Northern New 
York Development Company, a holding 
company for trolley properties acquired 
by the Harriman interests for the Dela- 
ware & Hudson Railway, bought the 
Hudson Valley Street Railway for about 
$500,000, leaving a profit of some $300,000 
in Mr. Morse’s hands. Mr. Englis is the 
authority for the statement that Mr. 
Morse never accounted for this money to 
the Navigation Company, but put ft, to- 
gether with $300,000 additional, Into a 
loan of $700,000 to the Metropolitan 
Steamship Company, and one of $100,000 
to the Consolidated Steamship Company. 

What the Special Grand Jury is now 
interested to find out is whether Mr, 
Morse became criminally liable when he 
assumed to loan the assets of the Hudson 
Navigation on inadequate security and 
without authorization, As the matter 
stands, this criminal investigation is 
about the only hope of a_ thorough 
probing of the transaction, for before Mr. 
Morse was eliminated from the Hudson 
Navigation Company last Fall, he in- 
duced its Directors to declare a dividend 
to stockholders in terms of the Metro- 
politan Steamship bonds. 

Mr. Thomas came to the Criminal Court 
Building early in the afternoon with ex- 
Justice Davy, his counsel, and had a long 
talk with District Attorney Jerome, Mr. 
Thomas had with him a large bundle of 
papers, which is believed to have con- 
tained all the original gocuments relating 
to a loan of $50,000 by fhe Bank of North 
America to Thomas. This is the loan that 
Mr. Morse insisted before the Grand Jury 
was made by ex-President Curtis of the 
Bank of North America whereas letters 
exchanged between Mr. Morse and Mr. 
Thomas have been produced which indi- 
eate that Mr. Morse was responsible. Mr. 
Thomas went into the Grand Jury room 
and stayed about ten minutes. His visit 
of yesterday confirmed the opinion pre- 
viously expressed in the Criminal Court 
Building that he had furnished the Dis- 
trict Attorney such information as he 
could on this transaction, and that his as- 
sistance had been warmly appreciated, 

At the Federal Building yesterday As- 
sistant Attorney General Oliver Pagan of 
Washington was putting the finishing 
touches on the indictments that are to be 
returned by the United States Grand Jury. 
About noon District Attorney Jerome and 
United States District Attorney Stimson 
|} had a conference, and at its close Mr. 
Stimson saiq that it related to “a matter 
of comity’ between the two offices, It 
became known elsewhere that the United 
States authorities will not undertake to 
ferce precedence over the State authori- 
tles in the matter of arresting Mr. Morse 
on such indictments as may have been 
found when he arrives. Mr, Stimson also 
made it plain that Marshal Henkel’s pro- 
osed yachting trip down the bay to arrest 

r. Morse would not come off, 

Mr. Jerome, it is believed, is content to 
let Mr. Morse come voluntarily to ve 
ball, and there is no reason to believe 
that Mr. Stimson is of any other mind 
respecting the Federal indictments.

The English press and English 
ticlans are making extraordinary efforts 
to magnify cattle driving—a kind of po- 
litical diversion carried on fn certain parts 
of Ireland—into a grave crime, a crime 


revolting to civilization. Those who seek 
to besmirch Ireland even assert that trial 
by jury is a farce, and that witnesses and 
jurors are intimidated. In a word, it Is 
sought to make the world believe that 
life and property are unsafe in Ireland 
at the present time, 

The truth about the cattle drives Is, 
that they are unattended by violence or 
bloodshed, and beyond dispersing cattle 
at a distance from the ranches, nobody is 
injured in person Or property. Of course, 
this diversion is not legal, But it is very 
difficult to obtain evidence against the 
transgressors, as the people are generally 
sympathetic, and the drives take place 
at night. The Liberal Government, not 
satisfled with the ordinary machinery of 
the law, obtained a change of venue in 
several instances. Men charged with un- 
lawful assembly in Roscommon and other 
western counties were tried by a struck 
jury in Dublin, and the Dublin Castle 
prosecutors were beaten in their own 
chosen ground. No jury, not even a Cas- 
tle jury, can convict without evidence. 
It would be as reasonable to claim that

Sale Rights Not Protected, Says Court 
In Rival Publishers’ Fight. 


Supreme Court Justice Leventritt de-

City Bond Sale To-day. 


Bond men acknowledge that the market 
has been waiting on the sale of the new 
city bonds. It is hoped that after the 
announcement to-dav. the general situa- 
tion will become clearer and a betterment 
will be developed in the list. Even high- 
class bonds that found a ready market 
or & comparatively ready market a few 
weeks ago have been extremely dull of 
late, Those who are in closest touch with 
the market say that the influence bring- 
ing about suc. condition was the uncer- 
tainty concerning the issue of munici- 
pals. It is taken for granted that there 
will be no question of failure in the pres- 
ent allotment. The only question, in fact, 
is how many of the bonds will be taken 
by what might be called the public, as 
distinguished from any actual or sug- 
gested syndicate, Probably the same pro- 
cedure will be observed as in the last 
sale, and the bankers will make a bid 
for all of the bonds at a low price, which 
will simply mean that they will receive 
all not otherwise sold. The reports re- 
ceived in the financial district yesterday 
were very rosy, and apparently the num- 
ber of bids received indicated a success- 
ful offering. It cannot be determined, 
however, until the bids are open how 
large the individual bids are, nor is there 
any possibility of guessing at the aver- 
age basis on which the bonds will be 
sold. 


MAY PREVENT RAISING THEM 


Measure Before Congress Gives Com- 
mission Power to Forbid an In 
crease, President Fink Says. 


Some of the railroads, it was learned 
yesterday, hesitate to grant the applica- 
tions of shippers for reduced rates on 
pig iron and other commodities from fear 
of the effect of some of the railroad leg- 
islation which is now before Congress. 
An instance of this, which came to light 
yesterday, was the application of the 
Norfolk & Western for a reduction in the 
freight rates on iron ore, on limestone, 
and on pig iron. The management of the 
road, it was said, was disposed to grant 
these applications because it believed it 
to be for the best interests of the rall- 
road to stimulate shipments in these 
commodities. 

In view of some of the legislation now 
pending, particularly the Fulton bill, 
which provides for enlarged powers for 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
over rates, it is feared that it would be 
found impossible to raise rates reduced at 
this time. To continue in normal times 
rates made under present conditions 
would result in loss to the railroads, and 
rather than face this possibility, the dis- 
position now is to maintain rates even 
though in the past it has been the custom 
of the railroads under similar circum- 
stances to make reductions, 

Henry Fink, President of the Norfolk 
& Western, said regarding the effect of 
the Fulton bill should it become law: 

“IT regard this as one of the most mis- 
chievous legislative proposals which has 
been advanced. The bill provides that the 
commission shall have the right to pre- 
vent the enforcement by the railroads of 
any increase in rates. This would make it 
extremely difficult for the railroads under 


any conditions to advance rates, and 
would, in effect, I believe, give the Inter- 
State Oommerce Cornmission absolute 
power over railroad rates. 

“So far as I can see, there would be no 
way to have the courts pass on the rea- 
sonableness of any increased rates which 
the railroads might propose, for the reason 
that the courts have held that they can- 
not be called upon to determine the rea- 
sonableness of a’ rate in advance of its 
going into effect, that being, they hold, 
an administrative and not a firaictal func- 
tion. The railroads, barred by the terms 
of this bill from putting the advanced 
rates into effect against the prohibition 
of the commission, would be powerless, so 
far as I see, to haves the reasonableness 
of the proposed increased rates decided.” 


THE FOREIGN MARKET. 


Dull Trading on the European Bourses 
with Prices Uneven. 


LONDON, Feb. 13.—Money was scarce 
on the market to-day owing to the gath- 
ering in of revenue. Discounts were 
steady. 

On the Stock Exchange the satisfactory 
conclusion of the settlement did not help 
business, which is still almost entirely 
professional. Consols lost their initial 
improvement, the favorable bank return 
having no effect. Home rails, as well as 
Grand Trunks, benefited by bear cover- 
ing, while foreigners, especially Russians 
and Japanese, hardened on Paris buying.

A NIGHT OF ENGLISH SONGS. 


Young American Singers Please Men- 
delssohn Hall Audience. 


Hermann Klein tried a novel experi- 
ment at Mendelssohn Hall last evening, | 
producing an entertainment called “ An 
Evening of Song.'’ The programme was 
devoted to the works of American and 
English composers, sung in English by 
young American singers. It was an ex- 
periment well worth the trying, and some- 
what of an answer to those who are 
always crying that American composers 
are never heard, and that American sing- 
ers have no opportunities. 

The songs for the most part were rot 
novelties, but accepted features of the 
regular concert répertoire.

With the singers it was different. Some 
few of them have won success in a small 
way, but no name on the programme | 
awakened memories of past pertormanons 
in song recital. Hight singers appeared: 
Misses, Florence Mulford, “Amanda Vier- 
heller, Susan Hawley- -Davis, Elizabeth 
Hanan, and Florence Fiske, and Messrs. 
La Rue Richard Boals, Reed Miller, and 
Frederick Weld, It: must be said that 
most of these made a surprisingly favora- 
ble impression, and several of them dis- 
closed voices of more than ordinary merit. 

Florence Mulfotd, whose voice is of ex- 
cellent quality, sang A. C. Mackenzie's 
“Beneath a Hawthorn” with much 
charm. Goring ‘Thomas's duet, “ Night 
Hymn at Sea,” sung by Florence Fiske, 
who has a most opulent contralto voice, 
and Frederick Weld, was another number 
which was well done. So much cannot be 
said for some of the others.
